Terrorist attacks on The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints in 
Latin America could be reduced if the 
Church became more of an interna- 
tional and less of an American institu- 
tion, said an assistant professor of an- 
thropology. 

David C. Knowlton discussed rea- 
sons why the LDS Church has been 
targeted by guerrilla attacks in Latin 
America at a forum in the Kennedy 
Center Conference Room Wednes- 
day. He referred to the recent attacks 
on missionaries in Peru and the fre- 
quent bombings on church buildings 
in Colombia. 

“We need to develop respect, love 
and admiration for the Latin Ameri- 


can people to teach them the gospel,” | 


Knowlton said. 


“We must come to terms with other | 


cultures to become an international 
church.” 

Knowlton said the rapid Church 
growth in Latin America is viewed as 
a threat to their society. He said from 
1987-89 there was a 58 percent 
growth in the Church membership in 
Mexico and 36 percent growth in 
Chile. 

“Two percent of the people in Chile 
are Mormon as opposed to 0.04 per- 
cent of the people that are Mormon in 


. America,” Knowlton said. 


Knowlton said culture identifica- 
tion in Latin America is more impor- 
tant to the people than it is to Ameri- 
cans. The LDS Church is viewed as an 


American institution that poses a | 


threat to their identity. 

“The terrorist attacks on mission- 
aries and church buildings beginning 
in 1983 have been a result of the in- 
evitable American image of the 
Church in Latin America,” Knowlton 
said. 

“The Church tries to remain out- 
side of political involvement, but its 
very presence in Latin America is po- 
litical,” Knowlton said. “The 
Church’s_ silence, while growing 
rapidly, is a political act.” Knowlton 
said the LDS Church has been seen as 


Bush takes hard line, 
sticks by cease-fire

WASHINGTON President 
Bush warned Iraq on Wednesday the 
United States will continue to shoot 
down its warplanes if any more take 
off, underscoring the hard-line stand 
the administration has adopted in the 
absence of a formal cease-fire in the 
Persian Gulf War. 

He made his comment after an 
Iraqi Su-22, a Soviet-made, swept- 
wing bomber, was downed by an F-15 
fighter jet near Saddam Hussein’s 
hometown of Tikrit in central Iraq. 

U.S. forces continued to hold the 
southeastern portion of Iraq, keeping 
Iraqi troops out, destroying military 
equipment they find and retaining “a 
nice bargaining chip” to encourage 
progress toward an acceptable formal 
end to the war, a senior military offi- 
cer said. 

Even though 85,500 U.S. troops 


have left the gulf in the three weeks 
since hostilities were suspended, 
U.S. forces remain on alert for any 
change in Iraq’s military posture that 
could be considered a threat, Pen- 
tagon officials said Wednesday. 

U.S. F-15 fighter jets are flying 24- 
hour patrols over Iraqi airspace, 
while AWACS early warning planes 
keep an eye out for any combat air- 
craft taking wing. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin” 
Fitzwater said Wednesday’s incident 
did not mean a broad resumption of 
hostilities. 

“We're not re-engaging. We're 
simply proceeding with the cease-fire 
as we outlined it to the Iraqis,” the 
spokesman said. 

Defense Secretary Dick Cheney, 
asked if there were plans to contact 
the Iraqi government, said, “I think 
they got the message. ... The incident

“God bless you, Mr. President,” 
Walesa said, chuckling at himself as 
he switched from Polish to English in 
his arrival speech. “God bless Amer- 
ica.” 

The $3.8 billion debt to Washing- 
ton is a small fraction of the $33 bil-

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Hansen files wilderness designation bill 


WASHINGTON — Utah Rep. James Hansen on Wednesday filed his 
long-promised bill calling for designation of 1.4 million acres of Bureau of Land 
Management land as wilderness. 

Hansen said his bill reflects the wishes of Utah’s governor and Legislature 
and provides for a “moderate (and) responsible” alternative to a 5.4 million 
acre proposal by Utah Democrat Wayne Owens. 

“I feel strongly that the lands designated in my bill are those which truly fit 
the definition of wilderness and whose single highest use is as wilderness,” 
Hansen said. 

The 1991 Utah Legislature passed a resolution urging Congress to desig- 
nate no more than 1.4 million acres of BLM wilderness. The BLM, in its final 
Environmental Impact Statement, recommended 1.9 million acres of 
wilderness. 

Currently, about 3.2 million acres are under study and being treated as 
wilderness until Congress can decide the issue. Hansen asks that the remain- 
der of those lands be reverted back to “multiple use” upon passage of his bill. 

Hansen said the 1,398,225 acres recommended in his bill represents the best 
of the acreage found in the BLM’s study. 

“It is now Congress’ obligation to expeditiously pass a moderate, reasonable 
wilderness bill, so that Utahans’ economies and livelihoods are no longer tied 
up unnecessarily with continuing uncertainty,” Hansen said. 


Light rail project OKed for Salt Lake Valley 


WASHINGTON —A federal agency has directed the Utah Transit Author- 
ity to proceed with a light rail transit project to relieve congestion along 
Interstate 15 in Salt Lake County. 

The Urban Mass Transit Administration accepted a draft environmental 
impact statement and technical analysis of the project, clearing the way for 
development of a final impact statement, Sen. Jake Garn announced Wednes- 
day. 
“UMTA’s approval of this phase of the project is a milestone in our efforts to 
combat the growing congestion along the I-15 corridor to the city’s central 
business district,” Garn said. “UMTA realizes a light rail in the Salt Lake 
Valley is both feasible and, more importantly, cost effective.” 

The final EIS will include detailed costs. Garn said he has secured some $16 
million toward the project, a portion of which will be used for preliminary 
engineering studies. Garn said growth predictions indicate traffic volumes 
along the corridor will increase more than 50 percent within 15 to 20 years.

IRS won't target ‘little guys,’ official says 

IRS Commissioner Fred T. Goldberg Jr. said Wednesday he rejected a 
recent White House budget office proposal to step up audits of lower-income 
taxpayers and relax pressure on big corporations as “no-good tax policy.” 

“T said we will not do it,” Goldberg told the House Ways and Means 
oversight subcommittee. 

He said he made clear that the Internal Revenue Service policy has been to 
“go after the big guys who are not paying their share, and we are going to do 


“T said it’s no-good tax policy,” Goldberg told the subcommittee when he was 
asked about the effort, initiated earlier this year by the Office of Management 
and Budget. 

Rep. J.J. Pickle, D-Texas, chairman of the subcommittee, said, “I don’t 
believe it’s fair or effective.” 

Goldberg said OMB dropped the idea. 

He acknowledged that his request to spend an additional $76 million next 
year on audit programs aimed primarily at those with high incomes was cut to 
$35 million by the Treasury Department and finally to $6 million by OMB. 


Girls don’t report dead mom for 8 days 


SYDNEY, Australia — Two girls ate meals of cookies and kept going to 
school for eight days after their mother died at home, police say. 

Police found the decomposing body of the 31-year-old mother Monday in the 
bedroom of their suburban Sydney home, alerted by calls from school and 
community health officials. 

Her daughters, aged 7 and 9, for eight days washed, dressed, went to 
school, ate cookies for meals and prepared cups of tea for their mother, telling 
authorities they thought she was in bed sick. 

Police said they found the woman’s 43-year-old boyfriend naked and semi- 
conscious on the backdoor steps, and he was hospitalized. 

A neighbor said the man had rather recently been treated for diabetes and 
cancer. 

There was no initial sign of foul play, police said, but they planned to 
question the boyfriend. 


Eric Clapton’s son killed in 49-story fall 


NEW YORK — The 5-year-old son of rock guitarist Eric Clapton died 
Wednesday after he fell out the window of a 58rd-floor apartment, police said. 

Conor Clapton fell shortly after 11 a.m. and landed on the roof of a four-story 
building next door, according to Officer Kim Royster. 

The boy’s mother, Italian television star Lory Del Santo, and a housekeeper 
were in the apartment when he fell, Royster said. 

It was not known where Eric Clapton was when the accident occurred, but 
he was examined and released from the emergency room at Lenox Hill 
Hospital afterward, hospital spokeswoman Ann Warner said. She said she had 
no information on the British musician’s condition. 

The housekeeper had just finished cleaning the window pane and had left it 
open to air out the room when Conor ran past him and fell out the 4-by-6 foot 
window, according to police. 

Police described the apartment as the family’s residence. But a man who 
answered the telephone at the Galleria Condominiums management office said 
the boy and his mother were only visiting the building.

Other officials said Wednesday the 
United States is insisting Iraq’s re- 
maining stockpiles of chemical and bi- 
ological weapons be destroyed as part 
of anew U.N. resolution for a perma- 
nent cease-fire. 

Stocks of the lethal weapons are 
believed to have survived the allied 
bombing attack. 

Negotiations at the United Nations 
in New York as well as among diplo- 
mats in Washington are expected to 
result in a resolution recognizing the 
1963 border between Iraq and Kuwait 
and authorizing a U.N. observer 
force along it, said State Department 
spokesman Richard Boucher. 

Iraq disputes that border and had 


seized some territory in the area be- 
fore the Gulf War. 

Formally, military officials refer to 
the current situation as a suspension 
of hostilities, a conditional state de- 
pendent on Iraq fulfilling a number of 
conditions, such as the return of 
hostages and the withdrawal of 
troops from Kuwait. 

But the president made clear that 
he’s taking a hard line until the Iraqis 
make good on their pledges. 

“One of the Iraqi planes violated 
the agreement” that put the current 
temporary cease-fire in place, Bush 
said, “And it was shot down.” 

“And if other planes violate the 
agreement they will be shot down,” 
the president told reporters during an 
Oval Office photo session. 

A pentagon official said the Iraqis 
were given guidelines against planes.

To the interest of most of us — and to the chagrin of those who 
supported the Persian Gulf War for ideological reasons — the past 
three weeks have revealed plenty about the Kuwaiti government that 


we worried about and fought for. 


Along with us, Kuwaitis themselves learned plenty about their 


government. Many protested

the poor leadership and, al- 
though they remained happy 
and grateful to be liberated 
from Iraq, called to be liber- 
ated from inept government. 
As a result, just weeks af- 


ter its return to power, the 


Kuwaiti government stepped down Tuesday. The country’s emir, 
Sheik Jaber al-Ahmed al-Sabah, is expected to begin organizing a new 
government but not to give up any of the al-Sabah’s authority. In the 
middle of the changes, however, we add our voice to those who hope 
that the new government will be more democratic and deserving of the 


line we helped draw in the sand. 


While in exile, the Kuwaiti government failed to plan sufficiently for 
its return to power. This became evident as Kuwaitis were forced to 
wait in three-hour lines for food and wait days for electricity and 
other services. While they were able to fill their cars with gasoline for 
free, they hoarded limited water supplies. 

Admittedly, shortages and rationing are to be expected after eight 
months of brutal occupation. A spokesman for the former government 
said the massive destruction that Iraqi troops left in the wake of their 
withdrawal had made it virtually impossible for any government to 
lead effectively. That destruction includes 550 burning oil wells and 
sabotaged electrical power stations, government offices and busi- 


nesses. 


But even if problems were expected and can be partially explained 
away, they are difficult to accept when the head of the government is 
working harder to replace golden faucets in his palace than to restore 


services to his people. 


The problems become more difficult to accept when government 
officials are accused of hoarding private supplies of food and water, 
and most reconstruction projects in Kuwait have been undertaken by 
either allied military forces or private organizations. Kuwaitis have 
been justified in wondering where their leadership has been. 

The al-Sabah family has ruled Kuwait since 1759. And while most 
Kuwaitis are not asking for the family’s ouster, they are calling for 
elections and the restoration of the Parliament, which the emir sus- 
pended five years ago. It should not even be a question that these 


requests be granted. 


As telling as the past three weeks have been, the coming weeks will 
prove to be even more important. Many Americans are still waiting to 
see if democracy and the good guys took steps forward in the Persian 
Gulf. Or, will we end up doing nothing more than tread oil?

Note: There comes a time in every 
semester when the Paper is due. Sol 
have decided to set forth the proper 
way in which to write the Paper. As 
meat for this essay, I will use a 
poem—since a critical analysis is 
the most common paper assigned to 
students. 

The following is one of the old folk 
poems, a favorite of children and 
adults across the country: 

Eensy, weensy spider went up the 
waterspout. 

Down came the rain and washed 
the spider out. 

Up came the sun and dried up all 
the rain, 

And the eensy, weensy spider 
went up the spout again. 

Although its origin is obscure, 
that fact that it has hand actions, as 
well as a melody, point to it being of 
the nursery rhyme genre. This work 
is often attributed to the esteemed 
Anon., an extremely prolific author. 
However he tended to confine him- 
self to popular culture, and thus lim- 
ited possibilities for English mas- 
ters’ theses. 

Textual evidence suggest this 
poem was composed or constructed 
in a civilized area, since it uses the 
word “waterspout.” Waterspouts 
are not necessarily modern inven- 
tions, since they can easily be seen 
in Roman ruins, but they are more 
common in a community or civilized 
area. 

Several themes or motifs are evi- 
dent in this poem. The first element 
is the spider. In Greek mythology, 
Arachne boasted that she was the 
best weaver, so the gods turned her 
into a spider. Hence we have the 
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name “arachnid” for the spider. This 
arachnid can be seen as either good or 
bad, depending on the circumstances. 
The arachnid climbs up the water- 
spout, and so stands for humanity in 
its journeys or trials, a theme to be 
discussed later. In this way, and be- 
cause the arachnid goes “up the spout 
again,” it is a positive image. How- 
ever, the evil can also be textually 
supported. 

Rain, the cleansing agent, sweeps 
away the bad, the spider. But in this 
case, evil never lets up in its fight 
against humanity, hence the arachnid 
goes “up the spout again.” This appar- 
ent dichotomy is actually the embodi- 
ment of life’s ambiguities. The spider 
has both good and bad elements in it, 
as does human nature. It is from the 
conflict between these two sides that 
we learn and from which great litera- 
ture is created. 

The arachnid has eight legs. This in 
itself is peculiar since one of the most 
symbolic numbers is seven, not eight. 
Obviously we can deduce that the 
arachnid is out of step with the univer- 
sal harmonies, while giving the ap- 
pearance of symmetry. The appear- 
ance versus reality theme is thus 
brought to play in the poem. The spi- 
der can overcome difficulties, being 
washed down the spout, with symme- 
try even if it cannot be totally in har- 
mony with the greater universe. To 
emphasize the universality of this mo- 
tif, we find Shakespeare writing in 
“Hamlet,” “I know not ‘seems” 
(1.ii.76). 

But even more significant than the 
eight legs is the “eensy, weensy.” The 
assonance “ee” and alliteration “s” 
both emphasize that this is a small 
arachnid. The “eensy, weensy” is re- 
peated each time “spider” is men- 
tioned. While the eight legs would 
tend to give us a negative image of the 
spider, the “eensy, weensy” makes 
the arachnid a sympathetic creature. 
It is a miniature object struggling 
against the elements, against nature, 
against a man-made structure. This is 
often a theme in American literature, 
where the hero struggles against ter- 
rible odds and still survives.

Congratulations on your courage in 
showing that there are many facets to 
the air pollution question, and espe- 
cially on adding the daily air quality 
graph. If students are to make edu- 
cated judgments, they need all the 
facts. 

That’s why I was chagrined when 
your March 12 article, “Professors ex- 
aggerated CO levels, Geneva says,” 
completely missed the point brought 
out by other, area newspapers - that, 
‘contrary to-claims by BY U ‘microbiel- 
‘ogists, any increase in carbon monox- 
ide emissions from the new Geneva 
furnaces will be too small to be mea- 
surable. 

Furthermore, the highest carbon 
monoxide level ever measured at the 
Lindon monitor (where an increase 
would show up) was less than half the 
federal standard. The CO violations 
occur in downtown Provo, where the 
culprit is the automobile and where 
Geneva’s contribution is, at most, 1.2 
percent, according to the Bureau of 
Air Quality. 

Ina recent EPA report of daily air 
pollutant averages, Lindon’s PM10 

during its worst year, 1989, was 4 
percent over the standard (Salt 
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Lake’s was 12 percent over). Provo’s 
carbon monoxide average in 1989 was 
78 percent over the legal limit. 
Geneva’s. improvements should 
take care of its PM10 problem within 
the year. It’s time to quit using the 
mill as a convenient scapegoat and 
face that if we really want cleaner air 
it will be up to the rest of us.

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The second element is the water- 
spout. As mentioned earlier, this is a 
man-made object and has a long his- 
tory of use. The waterspout is first 
the spider’s home. From ancient 
times, the home has been a center of 
culture. The home is something for 
which people and nations fight. In re- 
cent years, we have seen the resur- 
gence of nationalism, especially in the 
so-called Eastern Bloc countries and 
the Soviet Union. National feelings 
are inseparably connected to one’s 
“home.” Inthe Middle East, the ques- 
tion of a homeland for the Palestinians 
will be part of the peace-process de- 
bate. But the waterspout is more than 
a home; it is the path on which the 
spider travels. 

This brings us to the third element, 
the rain or water. The ancient people, 
such as the Persians, partly under 
Zoroaster, worshipped the elements 
fire, water, air and earth. So water is 
a primary element in the ancient 
world and important to life. It can be 
inferred that the water in this poem 
comes from a storm, since it comes 
suddenly. Many of the mythological 
gods, such as Thor and Zeus, are con- 
nected with thunder, storms and 
lightening. This is yet another link 
between the poem and mythological 
histories. 

The waterspout channels the wa- 
ter, like river banks channel water. 
The arachnid’s journey is thus con- 
nected to water and a path. A strong 
folk motif is that of the journey or 
quest. Often this journey takes place 
over water and symbolizes the com- 
ing of age or becoming an adult. One 
popular book with this theme is Mark 
Twain’s “Huckleberry Finn,” where 
it is both a journey and a rites of pas- 
sage. Joseph Conrad’s “Heart of 
Darkness” is the story of Marlow’s 
journey along a river and his journey 
into the heart of man. 

The water is also interesting in that 
folklore states that witches cannot 
cross running water, i.e. the “Legend 
of Sleepy Hollow.” But also, witches 
have power over water and cannot be 
drowned, e.g. the Salem witch trials. 
When the spider begins to travel up 


the spout, the water comes down and 
washes “the spider out.” In Chris- 
tian fantasy, specifically J.R.R. 
Tolkien’s “Lord of the Rings” tril- 
ogy, this theme is apparent. In one 
scene the Dark Riders attempted to 
cross the river and were swept 
away. This would fit with the evil 
connotations of the spider. To add to 
the ambiguity, the water can also be 
asymbol of baptism, a washing away 
of evil and sins. 

The fourth element is the sun. The 
arachnid, by crawling up toward the 
sun, symbolizes a famous literary 
and religious idea. The Greek idea of 
the ultimate Form is also ingrained 
in Western philosophy. It is a Form 
to which people strive, such as this 
journey to the sun. In Plato’s cave 
the prisoners only see shadows on 
the cave wall, while one person was 
allowed to go and actually see the 
sun, the light. In Greek mythology, 
Daedalus and Icarus constructed 
wings out of feathers and wax to fly 
to freedom. Icarus was overcome by 
youthful pride, flew near the sun, 
which melted the wax in the wings, 
and he fell to his death in the ocean. 
James Joyce used this theme in “A 
Portrait of the Artist as a Young 
Man,” where Stephen learns who he 
is. And still another example: 
“Gatsby believed in the green light, 
the orgiastic future that year by year 
recedes before us,” F’. Scott Fitzger- 
ald wrote in “The Great Gatsby.” 

The sun has been worshipped by 
countless peoples, as a giver of life 
and warmth, but also as a symbol of 
birth, death and rebirth. Hence, the 
imagery of the sun and the journey 
to the sun, the striving for perfec- 
tion, is essential to our understand- 
ing of the poem. The journey is not 
without trials, as the spider discov- 
ers when it is washed out by the rain. 
But the spider, symbol of hope, re- 
turns to seek the sun, the light. It is 
important to note that the sun “dried 
up all the rain.” This supports the 
idea that the sun is more powerful 
than the rain or the storms. Thus the 
spider is striving for the highest 
form: it is climbing to the sun.

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Bangerter 
bottles up 
container bill

A bill proposing tougher laws 
against drunk-driving failed Tues- 
day when Gov. Norm Bangerter 
vetoed Senate bill.60. 

Patricia Horton, the legislative 
Research and General Counsel at- 
torney who helped draft the bill, 
said the bill only restricted people 
from having an open alcohol con- 
tainer in the car while they drive on 
roads and highways. 

Horton said, “Individuals often 
park their cars off the main road by 
the canyon to drink, and officers 
have to wait around for them to get 
back onto the road before they can 
do anything.”The proposed bill 
would have allowed officers to ar- 
rest individuals transporting, hold- 
ing or drinking from an open con- 
tainer of alcohol. The bill would 
also have given officers leeway to 
arrest people drinking and driving 
on their own property. 

The bill unintentionally applied 
to any motor vehicle, including rid- 
ing mowers and golf carts. 

Gov. Bangerter said he vetoed 
the bill because of its ambiguous 
wording, and it “went just too far” 
in its application to motor vehicles. 

Gary Whitney, spokesman for 
the Utah Department of Public 
Safety, said bill 60 wasn’t designed 
to harass citizens operating riding 
mowers or golf carts. With the gov- 
ernor’s rejection of bill 60, Utah’s 
drunk-driving laws remain among 
the more lenient in the nation.

behind his back. 

“This is unconscionable and unac- 
ceptable behavior by police officers,” 
Pereira’s mother, Laura Nieves, said 
at a news conference at the offices of 
the family’s lawyer, who said he is 
filing $155 million lawsuit against the 
city. 

Pereira died during a 15-minute 
struggle on Feb. 5 as police removed 
him from a parked car. 

An initial police investigation found 
the officers acted properly. But the 
city’s medical examiner ruled the 
death a homicide, saying Pereira died 
of asphyxiation resulting from com- 
pression of the neck or chest.

Beware of fake ads 
for jobs in Kuwait

Advertisements announcing em- 
ployment in Kuwait may not deliver 
all they promise. 

Dianne Ward, director of public af- 
fairs for the Council of Better Busi- 
ness Bureaus, said, “The CBBB 
warns job seekers to be very wary of 
advertisements for overseas employ- 
ment that involve up-front payment 
of fees.” 

Ward said, “Job seekers respond- 
ing to some ‘Rebuild Kuwait’ or ‘Jobs 
in the gulf’ ads are told there will be 
fees up to $95 simply for more infor- 
mation, job lists or resume prepara- 
tion.” 

John Lewis, lead interviewer at the 
Provo Job Service, said the Job Ser- 
vice has the names of three companies 
who are hiring workers to go to 
Kuwait. 

“We would encourage people not to 
pay money for these lists,” Lewis 
said. 

In addition to the Job Service, 
Lewis said a person seeking employ- 
ment in Kuwait can call the Army 
Core of Engineers. 

Bill Beadle, president for the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau in Utah, said one 
company from Utah placed ads in 
newspapers across the country 
promising jobs in Kuwait. 

These ads promised $50 to $57.50 
an hour for plumbers, electricians and 
construction workers who would stay 
and work in Kuwait for a minimum of 
90 days, Beadle said. 

The ad then said to send $20 for an

application fee. 

“The company actually didn’t have 
any jobs in Kuwait,” said Beadle. 

The ad sounded as if the company 
that placed the ad was doing the hir- 
ing, when in fact, they weren't. 

Beadle said the company has since 
“gone out of business because of pres- 
sure from government bodies and the 
BBB.” 

Beadle declined to name the com- 


pany. 

Ward said the ads she knows about 
ranged from very vague promises of 
overseas employment to specific of- 
fers of employment in Kuwait. 

“Some ads said there were posi- 
tions available for construction work- 
ers and some said ‘positions for all 
occupations.’ When you called the 
number, a recording would direct you 
to calla 900 number for more informa- 
tion,” she said. 

Ward said the 900 number calls 
ranged from $3 a minute to $20 a call. 

“T guess the underlying thing is, 
there aren’t very many jobs in Kuwait 
to be had, period. What these compa- 
nies are offering is merely a list of 
possibilities,” Ward said.

Utah county 
in line for 
sandwich tax

Utah County could be the first 
county in the state to put a new 
restaurant tax into effect. The county 
commission will discuss the new tax in 
its regular commission meeting Mon- 
day. 

The commission wants to use the 
tax to pay for the proposed Utah Val- 
ley Special Events Center and retire 
bonds that would be used for the cen- 
ter if a special bond election passes in 
April. 

County Commissioner Gary Her- 
bert said parties from both sides of 
the issue will be given the chance to 
voice their opinions at Monday’s com- 
mission meeting. 

Opposition is expected from local 
restaurant owners. 

The commission is expected to 
make a final decision next Wednes- 
day. 

The tax, also known as the sand- 
wich tax, was signed into law Tues- 
day by Gov. Norman Bangerter and 
would impose a 1 percent tax on fast 
food. 

The tax will affect only those coun- 
ties that opt to use the tax. 

However, money raised from the 
tax must go to tourism and recre- 
ational facilities. 

At Wednesday’s commission meet- 
ing commissioners voted to approve a 
lease agreement between the county 
and High Plains Energy Company for 
gas and oil exploration near Kyune 
pass in Southern Utah County. 

There was some concern over the 
reclamation of the land after explo- 
ration, but Howard Denney of the 
county engineering department said 
those concerns have been taken care 
of. 

State and federal laws call for recla- 
mation of land after such a project, 
and Denney said the High Plains En- 
ergy Company would comply with 
those laws. 

The commission also voted 
Wednesday to deed two small pieces 
of land in Lehi and Springville to the 
Utah Department of Transportation. 
Doing so will make the area more ac- 
cessible for UDOT.
